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Consultant recommends 
four lanes on Main Street

In a report presented to the 
Wilmington ‘Redevelopment 
Authority last Thursday, consul- 
tants from Bruce Campbell and 
Associates found the best way to 
improve traffic flow along the 
Route 38 corridor is to create a 
total of two travel lanes in each 
direction. This would entail taking 
a total of 10 feet of land along Main 
Street, consultants said. - 
The town has asked WRA 
members to look at area 
improvements, especially by 
Wilmington Plaza. Design 
Engineer Gultekin Suetan said 
there are two segments to the 
overall improvement project: from 
Middlesex Avenue to Richmond 
Street and from Richmond Street 
to the Tewksbury line. The first 
section is of a commercial nature 


and the second 
residential 

Improvements in the commercial 
segment include widening the road 
from approximately 30 feet to 48 
feet, providing six foot sidewalks 
and curbing, providing a new 
drainage system, providing a new 
center ¢htrance and exit road for 
.Wilmington Plaza and Wilmington 
Ford,and installing traffic signals 
at Clark Street and the new Plaza 
entrance. 

Improvements and recom 
mendations in the residential 
segment include maintaining the 
same width, patching the 
pavement, constructing new 
sidewalks, upgrading the drainage 
system, widening Main Street by 
Glen Road, and removing signals at 
Grove Avenue. The board*said

Tighe questions 
Chabot's performance

The performance of Wilming 
ton's Conservation Administrator 
was called into question by local 
developer Jay Tighe at last weeks 
mecting of the Conservation 
Commission. 

Tighe asked the board if he could 
go through the chairman of the 
town manager in any future 
dealings because of "concerns" he 
had about the job Administrator 
Eileen Chabot was doing. 

During. discussion, Tighe claimed 
that Chabot once held him up’ in 
getting a building permit. The 
permit was for lot four in a 
subdivision near Moore Street 
Tighe said he asked Chabot to sign 
the permit November 6 but 
“nothing was done” until the 
administrator told him he had to 
file for a’ determination of 
applicability, According to Tighe, 
the lot is outside the buffer zone 
and the commission's jurisdiction. 
He said a mistake must have been 
made and he claimed he didn't have 
to file with the board. 

Chabot explained she was only 
enforcing the order of conditions 
on the subdivision.-The order was 
drawn up by the former

administrator with the approval of 
the board and Tighe. 

It's in the order of conditions. It 
has to be amended to remove lot 
four. You agreed to it,” said Gary 
Mercer.He added even if there was 
a mixup, the administrator 1 
obligated to enforce the board's 
order. Some board members said 
Chabot shouldn't be holding up

Enforcement order

December 3 and signed by 
Commissioners Margaret Imbimbo 
and John White, who discovered 
the violations behind Wilmington 
Builders, 

White said he and Imbimbo saw 
railroad workers dropping about 
20 trees and into the 
wetlands. The trees were freshly 
cut and looked like they were taken 
down by the workers. However, 
commissioners noted at their 
meeting last Wednesday, they

School lunches part 
of a healthy diet 


Those students who choose to 
purchase lunch in school in 
Wilmington and surrounding 
communities are making one of the 
best choices for a healthy diet. As, 
part of the National School Lunch 
Program, school officials are 
required to offer one-third of the 
nutritional daily requirement for a 
student each day. And, in order to 
receive reimbursement for a meal, 
there is a specific meal pattern that 
must be followed each day. It 
includes the following components: 

Meat: Two ounces cooked meat 
or fish, poultry, cheese or two 
eggs, half a cup of cooked beans or 
four tablespoons peanut butter or 
equivalent, 

Bread: Eight servings a week - 
one slice or one ounce serving of 
enriched or whole grain bread, 
roll, muffin or biscuit or equal 
serving of rice, tortilla, breadsticks 
or crackers. (That means more 
than one serving a day on average). 

Fruit/vegetable: Three quarter 
cup serving of at least two 
vegetables or two fruits or one 
serving of cach of fruit and 
vegetable which totals three 
quarters of a cup. 

Milk: Half pint fluid milk, a 
choice of milk is offered including 
whole, lowfat and skim milk. 

The children must choose three 
of the five offerings to make a 
reimbursable meal. For them to 
receive their one-third daily 
nutritional requirement, they 
should choose all five components 
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Food Director Anne Quinn and 
lunch personnel make a particular 
effort to offer the students variety 
and choices they like. They are 
continually making an effort to 
lower salt, fat and sugar in the 
students’ diet. There are no salt 
shakers in the’ cafeterias and 
adaptations in recipes are ongoing 
to provide low salt foods. Cafeteria 
workers have made a concerted 
effort to substitute turkey products 
for beef products in their offerings 
and many times are using ground 
turkey products with ground beef 
to lower the fat content of tacos, 
meatballs and meat sauce dishes for 
an example, Sugar in recipes has 
been reduced to lower calories as 
well as sugar content, 

Quinn and her staff pride 
themselves on working diligently 
to update and improve their recipes 
and service for the benefit of the 
children. If you have any questions 
regarding school foodservice, 
please call the director.

Camara has some valid points .. .

Tewksbury's newest selectman, Thotnas Camara, has come 
under fire from many directions, for offenses real and imagined, 
but a little clarification seems in order here. 

First off, from my own observation, Camara does not appear to 
be insane or demented, regardless of claims made to the contrary 
by some. He seems to know what he's talking about, and he does 
very good research. If he says there are documents to support his 
case, you can count on it. He's very familiar with the Northem 
Middlesex Registry of Deeds and the Massachusetts General Laws, 
and he knows his way around the town's records, too. 

Camara vowed during the 1990 spring election to root out what 
he calls corruption in the town, and he says that remains his goal 
What looks like "corruption" may be simple procedural or clerical 
problems -- or maybe not -- but Camara has shown a knack for 
bringing up questions that deserve answers. 

In the ‘long-running debate at the board of selectmen's mectings 
over Mirabella’s Bakery, Schlott Tire, and 1360 Main Street, 
Camara produced information showing that proper procedures 
were not followed, at the very least. The argument used by other 
members of the board to put the three issues to rest was that the 
appeals periods had lapsed, and that the buildings are now in use 
Any possible mistakes were made too long ago to change things 
now, they said. The questions he raised are still unanswered. 

Other towns might have called in the bulldozers 

For example, a Tewksbury Board of Appeals variance granted 
for the Schlott Tire building, dated February 22, 1988, states right 
on the application that only a single story buildtng, 20 feet high, 
was requested, and the appeals board stipulated in the approval that 
only a tire shop and a front-end alignment shop would be allowed. 
Period. Appeals case 88-2-T. It's all in black and white 

But those are clearly not the realities found today at that site, 
with a TWO-story building constructed. housing both a-tire shop

and a muffler shop. Camara apparently found something amiss, 
and reported it. The other selectmen declared that the issue had to 
do with the building commissioner, and the case was handed to the 
town manager, who is the building commissioner's boss. 

Second, Camara is not some kind of ghoul. Just last week he told 
to me that he liked the late John DiPalma, calling him a "sweet- 
heart of a guy,” one who used to let Camara's kids ride in the cab 
of his bulldozer at a nearby work site. He said the same about a 
number of the town's better known builders, "nice guys" but he 
would hesitate to engage in business dealings with some of them. 

Third, Camara is involved in an endless dispute with Building 
Commissioner George Nawn over the condition of Camara's land 
at 5 Washington Street. Admittedly, the place is rather junky, but 
Camara openly calls himself a’pack rat and says there is nothing in 
the by-laws to prohibit simple junk. Other properties in the town 
deserve attention as much as Camara's, such as unlicensed auto 
repairs and heavy equipment kept in residential areas. Charges and 
counter-charges fly, making selectmen's meetings interesting, but 
embarassing to watch and sit through. 

Granted, Camara probably isn't an angel, but then nobody really 
is. He is a "bomb-thrower" without a doubt, and he has certainly 
hit a few nerves, judging by the vitriol he receives. Right or 
wrong, he does attract attention. 

But he was elected by a clear majority of Tewksbury's voters. To 
call the voters. wrong is a dire mistake. Voters are never wrong. 
Maybe he won't be given another term of office, and he might not 
even try, but that won't be decided for a few morc years. 

Until the 1993 town election, Tom Camara will remain one of 
Tewksbury's five selectmen, like itor not. He will throw bombs to 
his heart's content, upsetting the establishment and enduring abuse 
wherrhe does, like it or not. Whether or not he makes a positive 
change in Tewksbury, he'll certainly keep the pot stirred up, like it 
or not. He's a fact, and a factor, in Tewksbury. Live with it.

I couldn't help but notice 
quotes in the article from several 
other sources. At no time did either 
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Arlene Surprenant or anyone else 
from, your paper bother to contact 
me. | would like to take the time to 
give a truer and complete account 
of the story 

At 1130 hours on December 15, 
4990, I was on hand to observe 
blasting operations at 163-165 
Lake Street by Crowley Con- 
struction Co. Upon arrival I was 
approached by Mrs, Redler who 
said that she wished to ask me 
questions‘ about the blasting 
operations. | told her I would 
gladly answer anything about the 
blasting. She then procecded to go 
on a tirade about her house, Jay 
Tighe, Crowley Construction, the 
town manager, the state fire 
marshall, the board of selectmen, 
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the fire department, and the fire 
-chief. 

At that point I interrupted her 
and said that-if she wished to 
discuss this in a calm fashion I 
would, but that I would not stand 
there and be screamed at by her or 
anyone else. At no time did I make 
any threatening gestures or 
remarks toward Mrs. Redler. If 
Mrs. Redler's view of the incident 
is different from mine, I Would 
attribute it to her being very 
overwrought and upset at the time. 
This whole scene was witnessed by 
several people from Crowley 
Construction, and the gentleman 
who lives at 165 Lake St. At 1530 
hours on the same day, I was again 
at the scene to observe a second 
blasting being done. Mrs. Redler 
came running out of her house, 
over to the trench where the men 
were working and began 
screaming at them that "God was 
against them!" Because of her 
erratic behavior, I called the police 
department to send a car down. 
Officer Charles Fiore and Sgt. 
James Rooney arrived moments 
later and I explained the situation. 
Mrs. Redler had returned to her 
house when she saw the police 
arrive. 

My own opinion is that here are 
some people in Wilmington who 
believe that any construction done 
in town should have their own 
personal approval. I myself live off 
Lake Street and certainly do not 
enjoy blasting, digging, and road 
closings that place, but it is a 
Necessary evil. It makes me wonder 
if anyone has ever thought of the 
noise and inconvenience that the 
construction of their house ¢aused. 
That's different though because 
once they have theirs, they don't 
want to be bothered by anyone clse. 

As for the story you ran, a better 
title would have been "Resident has 
Sewer Blasters Rattled". With 
regard to Arlene Surprenant, she 
should have leamed_ back in basic 
journalism that to write a 
responsible story requires that you 


you write it, But she wasn't 
interested in that, was she? If that is 
an example of her reporting, she 
should go under the byline of 
Gossip Columnist.

Town officials could not find a 
way 10 mitigate the situation for 
this woman and could not Fecog- 
nize that her emotional state was a 
direct result of the conditions that 
she had been subjected to for three 
weeks in her own home. 

‘As far as the paper is concerned, 
we made a judgement call and gave 
the woman some space to vent her 
frustrations. 

You're right — we should have 

. had your side of the story, and 
thank you for presenting it.

Samuel Dummer was the man 
who "called" the first town meeting 
in Wilmington, He then presided 
over it, as.the moderator, back in 
1730. That town meeting was in the 
school house at the "head" of 
Butters Row, near Main Street, 

Samuel must haye been an 
important man, one could say. One 
never hears of that name today, 
except for the fact that there is ¢ 
Dummer. Academy in Massa- 
chusetts. That academy was named 
for Samuel's brother, William, 
who was the Governor of 
Massachusetts back in the 1720s - 
the title was Licutenant Governor, 
for he was the Lieutenant of 

~-eGeorge II, King of England. 

A brother of the King's Licu- 
tenant Governor was, of course, 
entitled to honors. Samuel was, 
among other things, the Sheriff of 
Middlesex County, 

Samuel Dummer arrived in New 
England in 1726 from the island of 
Jamaica. He had owned a plantation 
there. He brought with him a 
number of black slaves, pdssibly 
the first ever in this area. 

Samuel Dummer built a home in 
the Land of Nod, on a rise of land 
northerly of the present Salem 
Street, which did not exist at that 
time, The site was probably several 
hundred feet northerly of the 
present Harnden Tavern. A road 
wound around the hill and across 
the site of the present site of the 
Regional Health Center. 

Dummer had bought Lot One, in 
the Land of Nod, 300 acres. There 
was a mill, and a mill pond. Nod 
Mill lasted for about 300 years, and 
was southerly of Salem Street, on 
the west side of Martin's Brook. 

The story, not ne ily a fact, 
is that Dummer had a special pew 
in the church, one that was equal in 
height to the pew of the minister. Ii 


was above all others in the church. 

If that was so it probably did not 
last long, for S: ic] Dummer died 
on February 6, 1738, at age 48. 

About a mile northerly of the 
Dummer home (and of the 
Harnden Tavern) was the Jones 
Farm. The house stood where 
today Maynard (Red) Eaton lives, 
at 319 Andover Street. The Jones 
farm was established sometime 
about 1710, on the Andover Road. 
Tt was about 200 acres in the area, 
extending from the Reading line 
(there was no North Reading then) 
and including land to the west, to 
include property that is. around the 
present Jonspin Road. 

After Samuel Dummer died in 
1738 it appears that the slaves were 
transferred to the Jones Farm. 
There is no proof, but about the 
time of the Revolution there were a 
number of black people living on 
that farm. 

(One member of the family, 
Ebenezer by name, served in the 
Massachusetts forces at Ticon- 
deroga, during a war with the 
French and Indians. His rank at 
Ticonderoga was, Captain, and he, 
together with about 20 men were 
killed by the Indians. 

The reader, occasionally, may 
read a story of how 20 men from 
Wilmington were killed at that 
time. Only Lieutenant Jones was 
from Wilmington.) 

The Harnden Tavern was 
constructed about 1770. Acccord- 
ing to Alice Hathaway Dillaway a 
man named Ebenezer Jones built 
that tavern. He had two black 
slaves, probably carpenters. Mrs. 
Dillaway, a descendant of the Dr. 
Silas Brown who purchased the 
tavern after the death of Colonel 
Harnden, is the lady who wrote the 
history of the tavern, in the 
Wilmington public library.

Around the massive chimney of 
the Harnden Tavern is an area of 
about three feet from the bricks, A 
similar area that will be found in 


+ many homes of ancient Vintage in 


New Englapid. That area was not 
“secret.” It'was there to allow the 
heat from the bricks to escape 
upward, without starting a fire. 

Alice tells of a slave who escaped 
from the Harnden Tavern by 
means of a no longer existing ell, 
north of the tavern. It is the only 
"slave" story she can document. 
That slave was presumably-hidden 
in the "secret" room. 

Undoubtedly there were many 
black people who had refuge in that 
tavern, in the days-before the Civil 
War. Dr. Brown was a Sweden- 
borgian, a member of a church in 
Boston which was adamantly 
against slavery. He, without doubt, 
did his part to help black people on 
their way to Canada, via The 
Andover Road. 

Also a part of the escape route 
was the Jones family, about a mile 
north. Black people lived there for 
many years, in a free atmosphere 

The story of Titus Colburn is of 
interest. His name was twice listed 
in the volumes known as Massa- 
chusetts Soldicrs.and Sailors in the 
War of the American Revolution. 
It also appears in The Story of 
Bunker Hill by Thomas J. Fleming. 

The writer is indebted to the late 
William Meyer of Pilling Road for 
his research on Titus Colburn, 
Revolutionary soldier. Mr. Meyer 
was a captain of the Wilmington 
Minutemen about 20 years ago.” 
The name appears as Titus Cober 
in the Wilmington records. 

Presumably a black man, he 
served in a company in the Town 
of Shirley in 1775, Later his name 
appears three limes as serving in 
the company of Captain Ephraim 
Corey, ‘part of the Middlesex 
Regiment commanded by Colonel 
William Prescott at Bunker Hill 
Colburn's name appears on lists 
dated May 6, 1775, October 7, 
1775 and October 31, 1775. Those 
dates were before-and-after: the 
Battle of Bunker Hill. 

There are further records. One 
shows that he marched on 
December 17, 1776, to reinforce 
General Washington "in the 
Jerseys," and returned on Marc 
27, 1777. Another-record shows he 
served from June 9, 1779 to 
November 24,-1779. According to 
the last entry he was from, the 
Town of Wilmington. 

To make the record more 
intefesting Fleming, in his history 
of Bunker Hill uses the saine name , 
for'a man from Andover. Titus 
Colburn is shown.as one of three 
black»men who fought.at Bunker 
Hill from Andover. 

Fleming isthe only person who, 
shows that Titus Colburn, at 
Bunker Hill, was'a black man, 
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_ Wilmington voted to free slaves in 1777 


The Eagan house on Andover Street was at one time part of the 
Jones farm, where black people, possibly slaves, lived in the 1700's. 


What do the Wilmington records 
show? > 

There were, perhaps, eight or 
nine black persons living in 
Wilmington on the day of the 

arch to Concord. There were 
also some in the neighboring town 
of Andover. 

The 1790 census of Wilmington 
shows there were four persons in 
the family of Titus Cober, a black 
man, It also shows that there were 
three in the family of Peleg 
Gardner, also black, and three in 
the family of Caesar Russell, black. 
A fourth family was that of Phillis 
Summersett in which there were 
{wo persons. 

Phillis Summersett was probably 
the girl who was admitted into the 
(Congregational) Church in 1767 
Capt. Walker, of Shawsheen 
Avenue, was the commander of the 
Trained Band (militia) on Concord 
Day, and who marched, with many 
others, to repgl-the British 

Phillis was a servant in his 
family. 

Titus Cober, who lived on the 
Jones Farm, married Violet Noble, 

0 of Wilmington on August 28, 
1785, Jennie, a daughter, was born 
to. Titus. and Violet on May 27, 
1789. « 

Then there were four children to 
Titus and Phillis Tonia, (or Toney) 
who also lived on the farm of 
Ebenezer Jones. Peter was born

March 3, 1777 was the ‘Town 
Meeting date to elect officers and 
conduct other business. It was held 
in the meeting house (church) 

The Rev. Isaac Morrill and others 
without doubt had a hand in the 
preparation of a document 
intended to free the slaves of Wil- 
mington. That document received a 
favorable vote, unanimous, on 
March 3, 1777. (It is of interest 
that there was a black servant in the 
home of the Rev. Mr. Morrill, 
named Mary. She was not named as 
a slave, and she preferred to stay 
with Morrill and his family.) 

Cadwallader Ford, Esq. was the 
moderator. It was his son who 
commanded the Minutemen on 
Concord Day. After the town 
miceting Cadwallader Ford would 
sign the necessary documents to 
show what had occurred in the 
town meeting 

There was no doubt as tg what his 


actions meant. The message of that 


town meeting was clear, 

In Wilmington it happened in less 
than nine months. Slaves after the 
date of March 3, 1777 had nothing 
to fear while they. traveled The 
Andover Road, or any other road 
in Wilmington. 

Things probably changed after 
the Dred Scott decision in the US 
Supreme Court. Congress, about 
1850, passed a law which led to the 
recapture of slaves who had 
escaped from the states of the 
South. U.S: officials were named, 
to capture those siaves. 

That law was the Fugitive Slave 
Ac. 

Thre is no record of 
having been captured in 
Wilmington because of the 
existance of that law, but, possibly, 
it might have happened 

The tale by Alice Dillaway 
probably stems from the era of The 
Fugitive Slave Act 

Imagine a fugitive, from a 
southern state, hidden in the home 
of a friendly person, who “escapes” 
during the night, to prevent his 
recapture. Dr. Silas Brown 
recorded the event 

Possibly he did not date that 
record. From this, with a little 
imagination “on the part of 
someone, has evolved the story of 
the "secret" room 

Nothing was ever said about the 
black escapees who successfully 
passed through the hands of the 
Brown family, nor of those who 
were sheltered by the Jones family. 
Secrecy was the word. 

Of the escaped slaves who went 
north to Canada, none had any 
tales. 

The thinking of the people in 
Massachusetts had changed. Five 
years after Concord Day there 
were no more slaves in Massa- 
chusetts,

Handbag searches termed ‘shaky’

A legal opinion from the Massa- 
chusetts Association of School 
Committees suggests that school 
officials are on shaky legal ground 
in their practice of searching for 
illegal substances at school dances. 

At issue is a controversial 
practice which calls for the search 
of girls’ purses and handbags at 
school dances in an effort to 
control the use of alchohol and 
tobacco. 

However, a legal opinion from 
Austin Broadhurst, Attorney for 
the Massachusetts Association of 
School Committees (M.A.S.C.), 
may support the contention of stu- 
dent leaders that their constitu- 
tional rights have been broken. 

Broadhurst’s legal opinion, 


which arrived last week, advises 
againstthe practice of seaching 
hand bags without a clear, and 
concise policy in place. 

Presently, school officials have 
no policy in writing detailing how 
purses and hand bags will be 
searched specifically. The practice 
has been for female chaperones to 
visually inspect the hand bags-of 
female students. 

Broadhurst's letter also ques- 
tioned if the school committee 
could legally prohibit the carrying 
of tobacco products on school 
property in the first place, if they 
were not being actually consumed 
on the school propert

President Millie Cavanaugh pro- 
tested the school dance searches as 


a violation of constitutional rights , 


under the Fourth Amendment. 

The Wilmington School Com- 
mittee subsequently solicited the 
legal opinion from Broadhurst. 
High School Principal Paul Flem- 
ing suspended the search practice 
pending legal clarification. 

According to School Superin- 
tendent William Fay the letter may 


have only clouded the issue 
further. 

"This recent legal opinion gives 
us some direction, but the letter 
make it clear that without a firm 
and concise policy the school 
system is on shaky grounds here 
legally," said Fay. 

According to Fleming, school 
law presently speaks only on the 
issue of locker ‘searches, which 
have been upheld by the courts 
‘when =a~—school— official has 
“reasonable cause" to conduct an 
inspection. 


The Wilmington High School 
case comes at the heels of nume- 
rous controversies in’ public-and 
private schools where students 
have protested alleged violations of 
constitutional rights. A legal battle 
is presently brewing between the 
student newspaper and adminis- 
tration at the University of Lowell 
over First Amendment rights. 

However, according to many 
experts in school law, the judiciary 
tends to rule on the side of school 
officials, holding them to a lower 
standard than police authorities 
when it comes ‘to conducting 
searches on school grounds, 

“We want to teach kids that the 
law exists and they should respect 
the law, and they have the right'to 
understand it and search out what 
the law provides them and what the 
law denies them; and at the same 
time were committed to doing 
everything and anything-wetcan to 
prevent drinking and driving,” said 
Fleming.

Presents for Mother

This Christmas season, while you 
give and receive gifts, think about a 
gift or two for Mog Nene, 

Good Old Ma has éndured quite a 
bit this year; not as bad as earlier 
years, not as good as it could be. 

We feared this year about global 
warming and followed up on clean- 
up efforts after the Exxon Valdez. 
We held benefit concerts for forests 
in Brazil, and saw projects stalled in 
order to save endangered species. 

But there is much more. 

The lifting of the Iron Curtain 
showed us a landscape dotted with a 
few of the worst pollution cases the 
world has ever seen, 

We, as a species, continue making 
trash like there's no tomorrow. 

And wetlands still disappear in a 
cloud of bulldozer smoke. 

Admittedly, we can't fix each and 
every problem today, but we can at 
least start. 

Your number one gift to Mother 
Nature in 1991 could be a reduction 
in the sheer volume of trash that you 
put on the curb every week. Think 
of ways to cut it down. 

Next week, your trash will be full 
of high-gloss Christmas wrappings. 
Varnished paper like that cannot be 
recycled, since it's almost imposs- 
ible to remove the varnish. Shame 
on all of us. I prefer to hide all my 
Christmas gift, putting them where 
they'll be used or stored, whenever 
possible. 

(Actually, I just hate wrapping all 
those presents.) 

Next time you do she family food 
shopping, look at How much trash 
you're bringing home. Not just the 
carrying bags, but look at all those 
containers and wrappers. That's all 
trash, and much of it will end up ina 
landfill, or else burned for energy 
but leaving piles of ash that still has 
to be dumped somewhere. 

Tewksbury has a good recycling 
effort -- use it. Tin cans, glass and 
aluminum are taken on a voluntary 
basis at the DPW every Saturday. In 
1991, get in the habit of making the 
weekly trip to the DPW with boxes 
of glass and tin cans, and bring your 
returnables back. 

A case of 24 empty beer bottles is 
worth $1.20 in nickels. Stack up the 
empties in their original boxes and 
return them every few weeks, and it, 
adds up to real money, If you hate 
to go to the grocery store carrying 
piles of beer bottles, try the bottle 
return center next to Sam's Beer & 
Wine on Main Sweet. All they do is 
take in returnables. 

When you're done reading this, 
put this newspaper in a paper bag 
for curbside pickup in Tewksbury. 
Recycled newsprint is an upcoming 
industry, but right now we need to 
have more "de-inking” plants built. 
Laws requiring newspapers to use 
recycled newsprint are painful right 
now, because there simply isn't an 
adequate supply. Make the price of 
newsprint competitive, and papers 
will gladly use it. 

A good gift for Mother would be 
a nearby de-inking plant, although 
measures must be taken to control 
any pollution.

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Another terrific. present for Ma 
would be an end to all dumping in 
the ocean, and outlawing all plastic 
fishing gear, Most fishing nets are 
made of monofilament fishing line 
these days, and that stuff lasts a long 
time. Nets that get snagged are cut 
loose, where they continue to kill 
marine life for years. Wasteful. A 
law that requires a biodegradcable 
“escape hatch" on lobster traps has 
beerra hot topic in Maine for some 
time, Old, lost traps, called "ghost 
gear" is a major hazard for lobsters. 

Massachusetts is presently getting 
ready for some major changes in the 
fishing industry along the coast. The 
stocks of ground fish (cod, pollack, 
etc.) are way down, and restricted 
areas and lower quotas are now in 
the works. Mother should like that 

Let's see -- what else. 

Making sure your car passes the 
annual emissions test is a good start 
It seems everybody has a friend that 
can get them an inspection sticker, 
but that doesn't help Mother at all 
Hopefully we'll have electric cars in 
the near future, or perhaps a rebirth 
in the network of rails. 

You can also feed the birds, as a 
gift for Mother, but don’t stop once 
you start. The birds come to depend 
on your offerings, and it's cruel to 
stop feeding them in mid-winter if 
your yard is a regular visit of the 
chow circuit.

Reading Light bill grants funds for Wilmington 


News release from Reading 
Municipal Light Dept. 

Progress with a capital "P" is the 
way the ReadingxMunicipal Light 
Department officials are describ- 
ing the recent activity of the State 
House regarding House Bill 6319.

And the beauty of it all is that 
church and community members 
had begun their all-out effort to 
help the Romanian people well 
before such help came into fashion.

ning to move people out of the vii- 
lages into urban areas and use the 
vacated land for farms - he was 
building high rise apartments with 
no indoor plumbing. 

“At the same time, he hoped to 
eliminate the ethnic Hungarian 
population by destroying their tics 
to the land.” 


Ceausescu'’s policies also 
included increasing the population 
of ethnic Romanians. He banned 
the Hungarian language and use of 
Hungarian names, at the same time 
“urging” women to have five chil- 
dren and among many other related 
measures, denying birth control to 
those who didn’t fill that quota. 


When the greater Unitarian net- 
work first learned what was hap- 
pening, local church members took 
action, seizing the opportunity to 


become a “sister church,” trying 
“to discover whatever lobbying we 
could do through Congress.”

By DOUGLAS WOOD-BOYLE 


rom her past experiences 

Dr. Carol Cowan will have 

a number of perspectives to 

use as she takes over the reins and 

starts to overlook both the scholas- 

tic ‘and physical growth. of 
Middlesex Community College. 

Cowan takes over the presi- 

dent’s office, replacing former pres- 

ident Dr. Evan S. Dobelle, on 


January 1, Dobelle will be moving 
to California, where he will 


become chancellor of the San. 


Francisco Community College 
District and president of the City 
College of San Francisco. 

Her goal is to watch over the 
academtic growth of the schooland 
to continue the programs that 
Dobelle has started. However, she 
will also see that the two-year, col- 
lege will have a strong base from 


Dr. Carol Cowan 
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which to continue on into the 
future: 

“My major efforts will be in the 
area of the development of the 
institutions,” Cowan said. She 
added, “i want to see the 
(Middlesex Community College) 
Foundation get under way, and 


») Feally bring the alumni back to the 


college.” 

Cowan explained that the foun- 
dation is seeking financial and 
physical support from alumni of the 
two-year college’s degree and cer- 
tificate programs. 

According to the plan the foun- 
dation will bring the corporate 
community and former Middlesex 
students back into the college in a 
more formal way. 

“We have to find new ways to 
raise revenues,” Cowan said. 

She expects that the school will 
continue its history of growth that 
started when it first came to the 
Bedford Veterans Administration 
Hospital grounds, From that time it 
has grown to become the largest 
community college in the system 
serving over 20,000 students 
between its day and evening cours- 
es. 

Dean of Planning, Research and 
Development James Mullen, Jr. 
said that the growth has brought the 
school up to five campuses, but, 
with the purchase of the Wang 
Educational Center and the sched- 
uled construction of six buildings 
on te main campus, the number of 
campuses will be reduced to two. 

Cowan gives the credit for the 
recent growth of the school to her 
successor noting that he led the 
fight through the state legislature 
that procured the necessary capital 
funding. 

She added that a lot of the 
responsibility for the college's 
growth goes to the faculty and the 
staff who have committed them- 
selves to the school.

for the school’s academic growth. 

She explained that she first 
came to the college in 1966 as a 
teacher in the Business Education 
division. Cowan was named chair- 
person of the division in 1979 and 
under Ker leadership it started to 
grow. The division opened the 
Burlington Campus and Cowan 
said it is now the largest academic 
division in the school. 

Although Cowan has the back- 
ground to oversee the new building 
construction that is scheduled she 
will leave that to her new head of 
facilities, Richard Correia, who 
joined the college’s staff about a 
year ago after serving with the state 
Division of Capital Planning and 
Operations. 

However, if he needs any help 
Cowan can pull out her hard hat 
leftover from her days with the 
family construction business in 
Lynn and Marblehead. 

During that period in her life 
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Cowan was tapped by the federal 
Department of Housing and Urban. 
Development (HUD) to be part of a 
flying disaster relief team. 

-~» However, her immediate goal is 
“to be the educational leader of the 
college.” 

Cowan said, “I consider myself 
to be an educator and a teacher. Let 
the other departments concern 
themselves with the physical 
aspects, my concern is academic.” 


Noting the cooperation between 
thé colleges and businesses, Cowan 
said that the program has been 
funded by the Raytheon Corp. 

Another program helping inner 
city people of all ages is, funded by 
the state Auomey General's office. 

Under the program, Cowan said 
that the college’s paralegal students 
help students and residents 
throughout the Northern Middlesex 
County area to mediate disputes 
between themselves and landlords. 

The program started from a con- 
cept that was used on campus. 

Based on the college’s work 
with the inner city of Lowell 
Cowan could be very right when 
she said “I like to think that the 
Board of Trustees saw that I was 
what was needed (to lead the 
school at this time).”” 

Her background is from a blue 
-collar, working class section of 
Lynn. Cowan said that when she 
graduated from Lynn Classical 
High School, she had no thoughts 
of going on to college. However, an 
uncle, who was a teacher and guid- 
ance counselor in the system, con- 
vinced Cowan that she should go to 
Salem State College, where she got 
a Bachelor of Arts degree. She 
started teaching in the business 
department of Georgetown High 
School where she remained for 
four years. 

After getting married and hav- 
ing a son, she left teaching to go 
into the family construction busi- 
ness. However, deciding that she 
still had timon her hands, Cowan 
went back to Salem State and got 
her Masters Degree. After leaving 
the family business, Cowan went 
back to Salem State, this time as a 
teacher. 

However, after two years she 
found that she was not on a tenure 
track. In 1966 Cowan decided to 
move to Middlesex. 

In 1979, a number of changes 
happened in Cowan’s life, she 
found herself divorced, being 
named as Chair of the college's 
Business division and starting her 
doctoral candidate work at the 
University of Massachusetts, 
Amherst. 


Those academic concerns 
include finding innovative ways of 
bringing higher education within 
reach of all people, in both inner 
cities and suburbia. 

Because of this, Cowan 
expressed her excitement of the 
purchase of the Wang Education 
Center for the new Lowell Campus 
and the construction that will be 
going on in Bedford at the site of 
the former Marist Center just north 
of the Veterans Administration 
campus. That construction should 
be starting within the year.

She said that between the two 
campuses students will have a 
choice of downtown or suburban 
sites for studying. It will provide 
ease of access to those that must 
commute, 

“We have a mix of environ- 
ments and a mix of student bodies 
dealing with students from the 
cities and small towns,” Cowan 
said. 

According to Cowan,.Dobelle 
was what the school needed atthe 
time he was chosen as president. 

She credited him with starting 
many programs that she hopes to 
continue. These include ‘an out- 
reach program that is now going on 
in Lowell and reaching down to the 
junior high school level. 

Cowan said that since the school 
has moved into Lowell (presently

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they have two campuses - 
Wannalancit Office and Tech- 
nology Center and Lowell 
Hospital) it has worked closely 
with the Lowell School System. 
Some of the programs that have 
been established include bringing 
guest speakers from the academic 
and business communities. 

Acording to Cowan, these 
speakers show the students “there 
1s @ way to reach a higher education 
from the inner city.” 

The theme continues that the 
way is through the community col- 
lege route but that they must com- 
plete high school

threat, literally, of being bulldozed” 
changed focus, With the political 
and economic situation in “chaotic 
transition to democracy,” corre- 
spondence increased between the 
Reading congregation and Rev. 
Szatmari in the tiny village of Iara 
near the city. of Cluj-Napoca, the 
capital of Transylvania, 

When Chinnock - “communica- 
tor and liaison” - made his side wip 
from North Reading to Iara last 
May, he met Szatmari, saw the 
chureh, toured the village, and vis- 
ited the 40-bed clinic there, experi- 
encing the beautiful Carpathian 
mountains and simple peasant folk, 
the urgent need for supplies, a per- 
vasive will to live and thgive, and 
human dignity at its finest, 

“The Romanians and 
Hungarians I met were so warm 
and so friendly,” says Chinnock. 
“They shared sausage, cheese and 
boiled eggs with us. They ate the 
same things for breakfast, lunch 
and dinner and urged us to have 
more of whatever they had to give. 

“They are so interested in the 


outside world, yet incredibly naive 
sometimes - because of Romania's 
recent history.” 

The Reading congregation rec- 
ognized “a wonderful opportunity 
to expand our activities - and to 
relate not just to the Hungarian 
people but the Romanians as well. 

“We're not interested in getting 
involved in this ethnic strife,” they 
say. “We want to do something that 
goes beyond, that concentrates on 
the community as a whole.” 

Early last summer, Adamson, on 
staff at Winchester Hospital, spoke 
with members of the hospital 
administration and operating room 
nurses, obtaining several pieces of 
equipment no longer being used 
there, including sutures and sterile 
drapes. 

“The isolettes are huge and 
they’re really neat,” ~ says 
Nussmann. “They control the 
humidity, the air, the temperature of 
an infant at risk. This really 
appealed to us because we had seen 
all the news stories of the terrible 
medical conditions in Romania.” 
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Orphanages full of AIDS chil- 
dren have been documented in 
Romania. 

“Ceausescu denied that AIDS 
existed in the country and didn’t 
allow testing for it,” says Adamson. 
“Infants who appeared weak at 
birth were given 20 cc’s of blood - 
approximately 25 infants could be 
infected from each unit of AIDS- 
inf blood. The medical com- 
munily outside Romania discredit- 
ed that policy of mini-transfusions 
about 60 years ago.” 

Until last December, Romanian 
government policy prohibited the 
replacement of any medical equip- 
ment less than 20 years old. Even 
today, items such as antibiotics, 
tongue depressors and cotton swabs 
are fare in Romania. To determine 
specific medical needs there, 
Adamson is now corresponding 
with the physician at lara’s 
Dispensar Medical Comunal and 
with Chinnock’s Bucharest con- 
tact’s wife who is also a doctor. 

During the summer, using every 
available space, local U-U people 
crammed the isolettes and other 
furniture with supplies, taping the 
almost overflowing drawers shut. 
Thanks to Everett’s extensive 
phonework, they located an instruc- 
tion manual and specs’ for the iso- 
lette, and turned their attention to 


. the other supplies - the autoclave, 


centrifuge, 1,000 disposable hypo- 
dermic needles, dozen syringes, 
valuable odds and ends of every 
description - donated by Marshall 
and other members of the congre- 
gation, 

Until the revolution, all type- 
writers had been registered with the 
government so any “subversive” 
literature could be traced to its 
sources. “We advertised in our 
church newsletter for a manual 
typewriter in good condition 
because electricity in our village is 
not always reliable or operating,” 
says Everett. 

“We got six.” 


Chinnock personally delivered 


one of those typewriters to the min- 
ister in May, complete with a letter 
inside from Kathy Guilmette of 
Woburn, its original owner. The 
rest, extra ribbons and. paper 
included, were lovingly packed - 
with precious toilet paper. 
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Committee members contacted The | 


Packaging Outlet in Cummings 
Park, looking for expert help with 
those typewriters as well as the iso- 
lettes and other delicate equipment 
they were reluctant to pack them- 


~~selves -rand Byron made them an 


offer they'll never forget. 

Not only did he pack the items 
for them, he inspired the St. 
Johnsbury truckers - who had 
noticed the boxes piling up at the 
outlet - to drive them to JFK to be 
lifted to Bucharest. 

“Suspense has certainly been 
part of this project,” say partici- 
pants. “The flight date changed 
many times, and the Pan Am ware- 
house in New York didn’t want the 
goods more than a few days before 
the ‘flight because warehouse space 
is very expensive. 


“So we were on pins and nee- 
dics about how to get everything 
there at a moment's notice, and 
when we finally did, at the last 
minute some vehicles were loaded 
onto the plane, and we, didn’t know 
whether there would be room for 
our load - but there was. 

“Tt was nip and tuck but we got 
it to Bucharest for no cost.” 


At which point, Romanian 
bureaucracy took over, 

Although each box was properly 
numbered and labeled twice or 
more with destination, contacts and 
contents, the authorities in 
Bucharest refused to release the}14 
boxes to Chinnock’s contact there, 
requiring instead that a reprefenta- 
tive from the clinic make the 16- 
hour ennai to pessonally 
retrieve the it 

A telex has just been received 
indicating that all 14 boxes have 
finally arrived in Tara.

One-on-one contact is beginning 
to blossom - even though Szatmari 
speaks no English and Hungarian 
translators in the arca are few and 
far between. Luckily, Adamson's 
husband David has been most help- 
ful in that regard 

“The letters are very warm and 
appreciative, ys Nussmann. 
“The minister has ‘bee dangling 
out there all by himself for a long 
time. Things are really tough.” 

“We have a hymn in our hymnal 
based on an old Hungarian melody 
with very nice words which we're 
becoming fond of,” says Everett, 
“We sent the minister a copy and 
asked whether his congregation is 
familiar with it, and he sent us their 
version right out of their hymnal, 

“The pictures he sent of himself 


and his family and grandchildren 
were obviously out of his wallet. 
They just don’t have access to a 
xerox machine, and we're still try- 
ing to find 6ut if there might be a 
tclephone in-the village, 

“Meanwhile, we're finding so 
many ways to identify with each 
gther.”” 

“There are two stories here,” 
says Nussmann, “One is our inter- 
est in establishing a relationship 
with a sister church and providing 
whatever kind of astistance and 
support we can. 

“The other is about cpllabora- 
tion, getting this stuff to that place - 
we essentially had no money to. do 
this but we got it done.” 

“Let there be light,” reads their 
common hymn. wisdom on the 
carth ... deeds instead of bodsts.” 
What with plans in the works here - 
suddenly made feasible by revolu- 
tion there - to send more supplics 
and letters, and plans in the making 
for joint craft projects symbolic of 
the indelible ties between the rela- 
tively new American church and 
the old Romanian one, those 
involved in this project are in it, lit- 
erally, for the long haul. 

For the members and friends of 
Reading's U-U church and their 
brothers and sisters overseas, peace 
on earth, good will toward all is not 
such a revolutionary idea - it’s a 
most appropriate way of greeting

"Richard Benjamin was the sec- 
ond director," Palmer explained. 
"Frank Oz was the original director 
and Frank had a cogflict of interest 
with Winona and Chbr.

Palmer said that Benjamin had 
read the material and very much 
wanted to do it.

self. That was not the film, or the 
novel's intent.” 

One aspect of the film that never 
changed was its location, as the 
producer said the script was always 
set in New England. He chose 
Massachusetts "because of Boston 
and the proximity of the unions and 
the labor source that didn't exist in 
New Hampshire or Rhode Island. 
You have a big industry here. 
Whether it will survive, I don't 
know. You have a good industry 
with a lot of very good people. We 
used a lot of them. This was proba- 
bly the biggest film that was ever 
done in the Boston area. We were 
here for 12 weeks.” 

By filming in Massachusetts, 
Palmer brought a lot of moncy into 
the state. Not only does a produc- 
tion of this size mean work for car- 
peniers and caterers, but local audi- 
ences may be able to spot friends 
and relatives on the sereen 

Palmer explained that the 
Screen Actors Guild (SAG) has a 
rule in this jurisdiction which 
allows a company to hire one non- 
SAG member for each SAG mem- 
ber brought aboard. "In a film like 
this, if we had say 3,000 man-days 
of extras, then 1,500 would be from 
the Screen Actors Guild and 1,500 
would be from any walk of life 
You're left to match it up as you 
work along. So, when we were in 
Rockport, we used a lot of people 
from Rockport. They were familiar 
to the arca, as opposed to bringing 
people up from Boston.” The pro- 
ducer added that when the crew 
filmed on private property, owners 
were invited to join in, “We used all 
those people who helped while we 
disrupted their lives.’ 

Even without such an invitation, 
Palmer said it was not difficult to 
find work as an extra. Anyone who 
spotted the production, which 
would have been difficult to miss in 
a small town, could simply call the 
production office and ask for the 
number of the person who cast 
local extras. Of course, you have to 
fit the needs of the film, buy any- 
one hoping to walk in front of a 
camera at some time in their life 

might keep this advice in mind. 

Palmer, who said he was attract- 
ed to this film because of the 
humor in it, also liked the idea of 
doing a period piece set during the 
Kennedy administration. "It was a 
ume in my life | remember well, a 
period of innocence and a period of 
tragedy. That part of it had a lot of 
meaning to me, as an individual." 

He added, however, that produc- 
ing a film set in another cra is not 

always casy. Every detail must be 
researched, That list includes autos 
mobiles, haircuts, televisions, 
dresses, lingo and snack food, It's 
an even bigger problem from a 
legal standpoint, as there is quite a 
rigamarole involved in clearing the 
way to use old news clips and 
music. With a slight laugh, Palmer 
added that once you do all that, 
there is always somcone in the 
audience looking to sce where 
you've made mistakes.

Scissorhands" is like falling into a 
Salvadore Dali painting. It's 
weird, but it's wonderful

a fairy tale. He's the enchanted 
prince, born not of woman, but 
created by man. He brings warmth 
and_joy to people who could not 
provide their own. 

Edward, played. with masterful 
physical dexterity by. Johnny 
Depp, was the brainchild of a bril- 
liant scientist who died before he 
finished building Edward's body, 
hence/the scissors in place of 
hands. Edward, with his deformity 
and strange existence, calls to 
mind the dangers of unthinking 
scientists who cannot see past a 
Petri dish. 

Living in his remote castle on 
the edge of town, Edward is saved 
from a life of loneliness by the 
Avon Lady (Dianne Wies1), a 
well-intentioned woman in a lilac 
Suit and pill box hat. Her outfit, 
the local shopping mall and the 
symmetrical, pastel neighborhood 
to which she brings Edward are an 
intrinsic part of the movie. 
Director Tim Burton, who saw 
such darkness in "Batman," paints 
this movie with rosicr hues. Much 
of the levity in this picture is 
inspired by visuals, as Burton's 
tract houses, cars and housewives 
are all color-coordinated - and 
mighty proud of it.

While Burton 
deserves praise for building in a 
poignancy instead of the expected 
melodrama or pathos, his plot 
cannot match the intensity of his 
characters or the performances of 
his actors. 

Burton used great imagination 


in casting the picture, Winona 
Ryder gives depth to the perky 
cheerleader who realizes that only 
Edwards’ hands, and not his heart, 
are cold. 

Burton, who co-wrote the story 
for Caroline Thompson's screen- 
play, avoided a cliched ending, 
but couldn't sidestep some pre- 
dictibility in the plot. Still, the 
visuals, humor, performances, 
even the very concept should so 
E tc, you won't mind the few 
flaws contained in this delightful 
flight of fancy.
